The explanation of this lies in the 
fact that there are at various points 
on the id I ores of the United States 
portions of the sea which can be pro 
tooted only by submarines.

because fortifications are not built so 
that the guns may swTeep these waters 
and the currents are so swift and un­ 
governable that mines

finite results. 
There has come about, therefore, 
the unusual spectacle of a group of 
army officers joining navy officers in 
the demand for better submarine pro 
tection. 
That this will have a pro 
found effect on the president in tin 
preparation of his recommendations- 
to congress in behalf of greater pre 
paredness is accepted as certain in 
Washington. 
A big American submarine building 
company, according 
to 
reports 
re 
ceived 
here 
today, is operating in 
Canada so successfully that, as soon 
as the submarines are completed foi 
th*1 allies, they are put into the watei 
and sent across the Atlantic under 
their own power with full war equip 
ment and ready to meet the enemy 
The building in Canada, which is 
devoted to assembling boats of the 
Holland type, is made necessary bo 
cause of the international law- against 
building them in the United States 
and sending them to the allies. 
A 
submarine 
costs about half a 
million dollars. 
Three hundred sub 
marines flying th e ‘Stars and Stripes 
would cost less than a week of actual 
war, the authorities 
estimate, 
and 
since a submarine can destroy any 
battleship that floats, a flotilla of 300 
of the undersea craft wrould be an 
unfailing insurance against invasion 
by a foreign foe at any time. 
The president will be told that now 
is the time to engage the talent and 
resources 
of 
the American subma­ 
rine companies so that not all of their 
output can be sent to foreign coun 
tries. 
The 
National 
Defense 
League, 
which will hold a great conference on 
national defense in Washington Octo­ 
ber 4-7, immediately 
following 
the 
Grand 
Army 
of 
the Republic en 
campment, has for years persistently 
advocated 
large 
appropriations for 
submarines . Some of th© officers of 
the league declare that the United 
States should have not less than 300 
of the undersea boats. 
/W ith 300 modern submarines the 
United States could defy the world 
to successfully land troops on Ameri­ 
can soil. 
This statement was made recently 
by Lieut. C .R. Morrison, chief aide 
on the staff of Rear Admiral Grant, 
commander of the Atlantic submarine 
flotilla and considered the foremost 
expert on undersea* craft. 
“There is not a foreign nation, or 
even a combination of nations, that 
could 
successfully 
land 
sufficient 
troops 
on 
American soil to combat 
even 
our 
present 
army,” declared 
Lieutenant Morrison.

CORN ON THE COB 


WOULDN’T A MESS OF ROASTING 
EARS ON CHRISTMAS DAY 
TASTE MIGHTY GOOD? 


AND THIS IS HOT AN IMPOSSIBILITY 


Miss Bab Bell, Woman’s Lecturer of 
the State Board of Agriculture, 
JWrites on the “Canning 
of Ear Corn.” 


The thought of roasting ears in the 
winter time makes the mouth of the 
grown up “water” as surely as does 
the thought of 
stick 
candy . or ice 
cream appeal to the appetite of the 
small boy, with 
a 
newly acquired 
nickel in his pocket to make the re­ 
quired purchases. 
They are not an impossibility. In a 
recent bulletin, 
“Canning of Fruits 
and Vegeables on the Farm,” Miss 
Bab Bell, woman’s 
lectturer of the 
state board of agriculture, gives the 
method of canning corn on the cob. 
This should appeal alike to the owner 
of a small garden in the city and the 
woman on the farm. 
As with all vegetables containing 
little acid, corn should be canned the 
same day as gathered, and as soon 
after picking as possible. 
This will 
prevent “flat sour.” 
Remove the husks 
and 
silk and 
glade for size. Blanch on the cob in 
boiling water from 5 to 15 minutes: 
plunge quickly into cold water. Pack 
ears, alternating butts 
and 
tips, in 
half-gallon glass jars, or gallon tin 
cans. 
Pour 
over boiling hot water 
and add two level teaspoonfuls of 
salt to each gallon. 
Place rubbers 
and tops in position.. Seal partially, 
but not tight. Sterilize in hot water 
bath outfit three hours, 
one period. 
Remove the jars and tighten the cov­ 
ers. 
j 
A hot water bath outfit can easily 
be arranged by 
placing 
a wire or 
wooden rack in the bottom of a wash 
boiler or pail, thus raising the jars an 
inch and a half from the bottom of 
the boiler and preventing 
their be­ 
coming too hot. 
When sweet corn is taken from the 
jar or tin can for table use, remove 
the ears as soon as the jar or can is 
opened. Heat the corn, slightly but­ 
tered in a steamer. Do not allow the 
ears to stand in water or to be boil­ 
ed in water a second time. 
The method of 
canning corn cut 
from the cob is similar to the method 
of canning the whole ear. 
The recently published bulletin on 
canning contains tables 
for canning 
various 
fruits 
and vegetables, as 
well as descriptions of jars and can­ 
ners. It will be mailed free to

The offspring from a single pair of 
lice, according to H. L. Lempster, Of 
th# Missouri agricultural experiment 
station, will in six weeks be approxi­ 
mately 125,000. This fact emphasizes 
the importance of keeping the poultry 
free from them. 
Lice live upon the bodies of the 
poultry. 
They deposit their eggs in 
the plumage, generally near the vent 
and live upon the scurf, dead skin and 
feathers. 
To get rid of them reme­ 
dies must be applied 
to the 
bird. 
Spraying the roosts with lice killing 
remedies is of little value. 
One of 
the best and most common methods 
of getting rid of lice is to apply in­ 
sect powder, whieh should 
be 
well 
dusted into the feathers. 
A second 
application ten days after the first 
will catch the second brood of lice 
and make a thorough job of it. Other­ 
wise if these live the first application 
is of little value. 
x 
A good, cheap and effective louse 
powder is made by adding a mixture 
of one part of crude carbolic acid and 
three parts of gasoline to plaster of 
paris, all that the powder will blot 
up. When the plaster is dry pulver­ 
ize it and store in tight cans. Anoth­ 
er effective remedy is to rub e piece 
of blue ointment the size of a pea 
well into the skin just beneath the 
vent.

Feeding Plante. 
Do you ever think of inviting yoni 
plants to dinner? An expert in plant 
life who took a large number of sun­ 
dew plants and supplied half of them 
with nitrogenous food in the form ot 
roast beef arrived at the following 
facts: Of the plants that he fed, 69 
per cent more survived than of the 
same number that were not -fed in 
this way; their stems weighed 41 per 
cent more, they excelled the starved 
plants in the number of their seeds by 
141 per cent, and in the aggregate 
weight of their seeds by 279 per cent. 
Other scientists who have fed these 
plants with aphides of similar small 
insects have secured like results.

Proper selection of clothing, both i 
from an artistic vifewpofnt and from i 
the viewpoint of economy, is being! 
emphasized by the home economics 
department of the University of Mis­ 
souri by advocating and planning a 
standardized dress for women. 
While the girls of the domestic art 
department learn how to sew, this is 
not half so important in the opinion 
of the instructors as the instilling of 
ideas and ideals. 
Students of home 
economics are beginning to ask them­ 
selves, “Why should a woman spend 
half .of her life in dressing and think­ 
ing about how she is going to dress?” 
"Women should assert their inde­ 
pendence in selecting clothes that are 
simple and becoming and they should 
wear them until they are worn out,” 
says a teacher in the home econom­ 
ics department. 
“This can probably 
be brought about more 
quickly 
by 
having a standardized dress than by 
any other method. 
“An argument in its favor from the 
standpoint of the manufacturer is that 
under present conditions it is impos­ 
sible for him to manufacture mate­ 
rials enough’ahead of time. 
He can 
not forecast what the demand is go­ 
ing to be . After a rush there comes 
a dull season and those who are en­ 
gaged in the manufacture of women’s 
clothes are thrown out of w’ork for 
a 
part 
of each year. 
The women 
themselves have to pay for this dull 
season in the increased price of gar­ 
ments. A big share of the profit goes 
to the manufacturer. 
*>.» 1 
“In the men’s trade it is possible 
during the dull season to work on 
standard articles of clothing for n e n, 
such as the dress suit and the Prince 
Albert. 
“The use of more nearly standard­ 
ized dress for women would not only 
decrease the amount of time w hich a 
wyoman needs to spend on clothes, but 
it w’ould also decrease the number of 
garments and reduce the cost of the 
individual garment. Women are now’ 
paying for the risk involved in put­ 
ting out clothes, which may or may 
not be successful from the standpoint 
of fashion. 
“Standardized dress ainu to simpli­ 
fy the dress problem hr the selection 
of a design w'hich is simple, hygienic 
and artistic . It should be one which 
w’ith slight variation would be be­ 
coming 
to 
all figures 
This would 
make 
ready-made 
garments 
more 
readily obtainable and by elimination 
of fashion make it possible to wear 
the garment as long as it w’as whole, 
and make the use of durable materials 
economic.”

Many attem pts have been made to 


borrow^ the arm y and navy flag col­ 
lection 
for 
exhibition 
at 
patriotic 
gatherings, but it rem ained for the 
veterans in charge of the forty-ninth 
annual encam pm ent and fiftieth anni­ 
versary of the grand review of the 
G. A. R., wrhich will be held in this 
city Septem ber 27-Oetober 2, to be 
first to receive this privilege. 
As famous flag collections go, the 
American exhibit 
is 
not 
extraordi­ 
narily large, but Uncle Sam demon­ 
strates his love and pride by placing 
a cash valuation of $15,000 on the col­ 
lection. 
Several of the more famous 
of the battle flags, 
threadbare 
and 
torn by the conflicts of 1776, 1812 and 
1861, are estim ated to be w orth $1,000 
each. 
The Citizens' com m ittee in charge 
of the encam pm ent 
will 
place 
the 
flags on exhibition under m ilitary and 
police guard in a storeroom on Penn­ 
sylvania avenue and will 
lend 
the 
flags for the purposes ®f display to 
all responsible citizens of W ashing­ 
ton, who will in turn 
deposit 
bond 
equal to the valuation of the flag se­ 
lected. 
Although the national capital has 
already 
won 
com m endation for its 
decorations for patriotic events, spe­ 
cial efforts are being made to m^ke 
this feature of the encam pm ent M en 
more notable. 
The business establishm ents along 
Pennsylvania 
avenue, 
w'here 
the 
grand review' will pass, will be draped 
by gay bunting by day and illum inated 
by 
ornam ental 
electric 
lights 
by 
night. 
During the w'eek 
four 
giant 
searchlights will flash their rays up­ 
on the capitol, while a sim ilar num ­ 
ber will turn night into day at the 
United States treasury 
building, 
at 
the w'est end of mile-long Pennsylva­ 
nia avenue. 
In addition to the searchlights, .the 
citizens' com m ittee expects to. festoon 
the historic thoroughfare w ith thou­ 
sands of small electric bulbs.

Figuring the entire milk production 
for fifteen years at

quart, 'Hie total would 
be 
$4,35872. 
The approxim ate cost of keeping her 
was $50 a year, or a total of $750. 
The average daily 
production 
of 
milk for the fifteen years wras a little 
more than nine quarts a day. 
During 
her best year she produced a little 
more than eighteen quarts a day. 
lf the butter was sold instead of 
the milk, at the price of 35 cents a 
pound, the total for the butter pro­ 
duction from Grace Briggs would be 
$2,041.55.

RATES ARE TOO HIGH.

The Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion, deciding at W ashington last Sat­ 
urday a proceeding instituted by fif­ 
teen associations of m anufacturing, 
wholesale and retail jew elers against 
sixty-nine railroads operating in all 
parts of the country, upheld the con­ 
tention of traveling 
salesm en 
that 
present regulations defining sam ple 
baggage as th at carried by com m er­ 
cial travelers,, “and not for sale or 
free distribution,” are unreasonable. 
Tlie commission passed a new regula­ 
tion, which does not prohibit occasion­ 
al sale or free distribution of samples. 
All the railroads w ere expected to 
cease enforcing their present regula­ 
tions on October 5. 
The order will 
stand on all roads for a t least two 
years. 
The comm ission, disposing of the 
othor issues raised in the case, dis­ 
missed the com plaint th at the rail­ 
roads lack uniform ity in baggage rules 
and regulations and held that the car­ 
riers were m aking much progress in 
that direction.

Liquor Shipment Ordinance. 
TW consent the case of the Chicago 
& Alton railroad against the city of 
Jacksonville, 111., to test the ordinance 
which prohibits the shipm ent of in­ 
toxicants into the city or delivery to 
any portion of the city, is to be ap­ 
pealed to tile suprem e court. 
The city prosecuted

The earnings of the iailroads and 
express com panies will be radically 
affected by the decision, and the case 
is regarded as one of the m ost im port­ 
ant th at has been developed affecting 
the railroads since the wet and dry 
controversy became general in Illinois.
